Bureau Precancel Stamp Album 


At last, there is an album for Bureau Pre- 
cancels, that has spaces for every Bureau 
Presancel that has been issued, as well as 
spaces for any new varieties that may appear 
at any time. This album is an entirely new 
thought in Loose Leaf Printed Albums. 


The Linprint Universal Album is suitable 
for Bureau Precancels as well as all general 
issnes of Precanceled stamps and may also 
be used for United States and foreign stamps 
of the ordinary size stamp. 

The pages are 844 inches high and 5% 
inches wide. Pages are made for a three 
ring binder of standard size. There is a page 
with spaces for every number of stamps from 
1 to 20, so that in mounting any stamps or 
any set of stamps it is only necessary to se- 
lect a page bearing the number in the lower 
left corner, which number is equal to the 
number of stamps in the set or issue that 
you wish to mount. 


If there are 12 stamps in the set or issue 
that you are to mount, a page with number 
12 in the corner is used, this page bears 12 
printed squares neatly arranged on the page 
in which the stamps are mounted. Each page 
has at the top a neat panel border in which 
the desired memoranda concerning the stamps 
mounted on the page may be made. If the 
set or issue you wish to mount has more than 








20 stamps in it, you need select but two 
pages, the total number of spacers on which 
equal the total number of stamps in the set 
you wish to mount. 

Thus in mounting any of the B11 issue of 
Bureau precancels you use a page with 15 
spaces. A page with 15 spaces allows a 
space for every denomination from %c to 10c, 
including space for both types of the lc 
and 4c stamps and the new 8c Stuart Wash- 
ington. Mount your set for any city on a 
page with 15 spaces, placing each stamp in 
its proper position according to denomination. 
So soon as a new value is issued for any city, 
place it in the proper place on the page. In 
this manner you have ready a place in your 
album for anything that may appear. The 
coils are handled in the same manner on a 
page with 10 spaces. For the new high values 
lle to 50c order pages with ten spaces which 
will hold the ten varieties. 


Pages are also provided for Coil Pairs and 
Blocks of four. We offer ten different pages 
for coil pairs, pages with from one to ten 
spaces for coil pairs and pages with from one 
to six spaces for blocks of four. 

So soon as the B11 issue is replaced with 
a new issue of Bureau Precancels and a com- 
plete catalogue of the varieties issued is 
available, you procure pages to fit each city

or town, remount on proper pages and the 
pages from which you removed the stamps 
are ready for the new issue. 

With this album, every collector can ar- 
range his collection in just the manner that 
will please him best. You can group all the 
issues of any city together, you can keep the 
pages in alphabetical order by either cities or 
states, coils can be kept in their proper place 
with sheet stamps or you can keep them in a 
group by themselves. The album is entirely 
flexible to suit the idea of any system of ar- 
rangement that may appeal to you. 

Sets of pages based on the current cata- 
logue are available for all issues of Bureau 
Precancel Stamps that are now obsolete. 
These sets of pages contain a page for each 
city for the particular stamps in the group 
which they represent. You can buy these sets 
and at the same time you can buy single 
pages for any number of stamps that you 
have need for.

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The Tin Can Mail 


From the now so popular airmail 
to a tin can mail is perhaps a far 
cry, yet the fact remains, that the 
two systems of mail transport, form 
part of the general post, which has 
encircled the world. The ancient 
runner, the pony and bicycle mails, 
all had their turn and passed out of 
existence to give way to swifter and 
vet swifter ways of transport. And 
yet, one tiny Pacific Island can boast 
today of having retained a mail, 
which is both unique and original, 
primitive and yet up to date. 

If Niuafoou Island presents to one 
a dificult problem in pronounciation, 
this can easily be solved by replacing 
the original native name with the 
title “Tin Can Island,” without the 
slightest fear of being misunderstood, 
for this title has been derived from 
its mail system and seems likely to 
become the more popular of the two. 

Niuafoou is one of the 180 islands 
and islets which form the group of 
the Tonga Islands. It has no spe- 
cific’ physical differences from the 
other islands, except perhaps, that it 
is more volcanic and manifests great- 
er signs of restlessness than its neigh- 
bors. The Tongan group is situated 
south of the Samoan Islands and 
about 2000 miles from the Austral- 
ian coast. The Islands constitute a 
native Polynesian kingdom under 
British protection. 

The inhabitants, which number 
about 29,000 are remarkable for 
mildness of disposition and this ac- 
counts for the name of “Friendly” 
which has been given this group of 
Islands. 

Of the 180 islands, only about 30 
are inhabited and Niuafoou is one 
of the smallest of these. But though 
this 5 mile diameter, volcanic island 
carries a population of about 1000 
with 2 or 3 whites, it can boast of 
two unique “world records.” It pro- 
duces the largest cocoanuts in the 
Pacific and one of its few birds, the 
malua, lays the largest egg in pro- 
portion to its size, of any bird in 
the world. The inhabitants of the 
island are employed in the cultivation 
of fruit and candle nuts, and the 
Production of copra.

The Island is dependent for its 
mail on the very infrequent visits of 
steamers and consequently the island 
stamp ts valued by collectors. Owing 
to the lack of harbor, it is impos- 
sible for ships to berthe at its shores. 
The mail has therefore to be sealed 
up in tins and brought out to the 
waiting ships. The same procedure 
is applied to the inward mail. 

For a number of years the natives 
used to swim out to sea for the mail 
and also bring out the mail in the 
same manner. But this has stopped, 
since one of the natives was carried 
off by a shark, and nowadays the 
natives paddle out in a canoe, which 
flies a special flag. 

Mr. W. G. Quinsell, one of the 
few white inhabitants is in charge 
of the mail and is referred very often 
to, as the “Tin Can Mail Man.” 
He has been in charge of the mail 
for a number of years and his name 
is now well known to hundreds of 
philatelists, from whom he gets most 
of his mails. For a Tin Can cover 
is a unique item in any collection. 

The stamps used are those of 
Tonga and a circular date stamp, 
with the words ‘‘Niuafoou” on the 
upper and “Tonga” on the lower 
halves, is used for cancellation. Us- 
ually a special stamp, enclosed in a 
double line border 1”x3” is used. The 
wording of this stamp is “Tin Can 
Mail, Niuafoou Island, Tonga Islds., 
Lat. 15° 33’ south, Long. 17° 39’ 
west.’ Another stamp of the: same 
size has the same wording repeated 
in English, French and German for 
the benefit of European collectors. 

Another stamp, which adds inter- 
est to the cover is now used by Mr. 
Quinsell. It is of a circular shape 
and has two borders, the inner being 
about 114”, the outer measuring134”. 
Between the two borders is the in- 
scription, “Original Tin Can Canoe 
Mail, Niuafoou,” and in the inner 
border is the name of the “Post Mas- 
ter”: “W. G. Quinsell, Tin Can 
Mail Man.” 

If these stamps are not sufficient 
to indicate the origin of the cover, 
an automatic cancelling machine set- 
tles it bevond doubt. This cancel- 





lation does not differ much from 
the usual automatic cancellation used 
in U. S. A., only instead of the slo- 
gan it reads: “Dispatched by Tin 
Can Mail.” 

Every cover has a tale of its own 
to tell and if these were recorded, 
the Tin Can Island cover would 
have to its credit probably the most 
peaceful and happy tale, for it comes 
from a spot on the globe, where the 
currents of worldly strife and affairs 
are unknown, and where a handful of 
happy islanders live in surroundings 
almost Utopian. 
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Stiles Quits

Announcement is made by Kent B. 
Stiles that he has resigned as editor 
of The American Stamp Digest, New 
York, because he was out of sympa- 
thy with the policies of the publisher. 


Mr. Stiles’ connection with the 
magazine was exclusively in the role 
of editor. He was never at any time 
identified with ownership or as officer 
or stockholder. 


Manuscripts which had accumu- 
lated are being faithfully returned to 
the authors, Mr. Stiles states, with 
a letter of explanation in each in- 
stance. 


Stamp Digest was started in Octo 
ber 1935. There have been no Sep- 
tember 1936 and October 1936 issues 
published. 


A letter also is at hand from Man-, 
nel Hahn stating that his resignation 
has also been made coincident with 
that of Mr. Stiles. 


In mail received on the same day 
as the above announcement reached 
our desk comes a circular soliciting 
business for the Stamp Digest for the 
issue announced for November and 
the stationery on which the announce- 
ment is printed carries the name of 
Mr. Stiles as Editor. This name will 
doubtless disappear from future cir- 
culars.

This town has been 
selected because the seal this year de- 
picts the jovial face of Santa Claus 
in brilliant red and green colors. 

The Christmas Seal cachet may be 
purchased for 10 cents each from your 
state or local tuberculosis associations 
before November 8.

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° M4 nually take quantities, silver bugs and 
A Panic in Stamps? roaches destroy many more. Many

For some time back there has been 
talk in various stamp papers about the 
number of people who are laying 
away large quantities of stamps 
they come out, and ot -the growing 
possibility these getting 
scared and dumping their holdings on 
the market, producing another 1929 
panic and a huge slaughter of prices. 

And now Mr. Wm. L. Slattery, 
Controller of the Post Office De- 
partment, has added his warning. In 
addressing the Washington Philatelic 
Society recently he stated that he was 
convinced that the many speculators 
“holding vast stocks of recent issues 
of mint U. S.” were destined to be 
disillusioned. He prophecied that the 
present high market in U. S. stamps 
could not continue, and that a future 
philatelic financial crash is inevitable. 

Frankly we think it is a lot of 
hooey and utterly impossible, for va- 
rious reasons. 

There is not a question that many 
collectors and non-collectors are put- 
ting away large quantities of new 
stamps as they come out, hoping to 
make a good profit on them: But the 
same thing has been done for many 


as 


ol people 


a long year, although not in anywhere | 


near such quantities as at present, I'll 
grant you, and never a price has been 
broken by dumping, nor will it ever 
happen. 

These hoarders are scattered all 
over the country and there is no pos- 
sibility of concerted ““dumping”’ action 
among them. They don’t know each 
other, and one man has no idea what 
the others have put away. There is 
no stamp stock exchange where col- 
lectors and hoarders can see daily 
buying and selling quotations on their 


stamps. They can't get together and 
compare notes under any circum- 


stances; so each has to handle his own 
hoardings in his own way. 

Suppose John Jones has heard over 
the radio or read in his newspaper or 
looked in at a stamp show and seen 
how almost current stamps are being 
sold at a tine profit and he decides to 
take a shot at it. After a while, need- 
ing money or wanting to take his 
profit, he offers his stamps for sale to 
a dealer. Suppose, for instance, the 
dealer says, “My dear man, those 
stamps are coming on the market by 
the-million from such fellows as you. 








The best I can give you is 25% be- 
low face.’ Suppose he tries other 
dealers and they tell him the same 
thing. He is not fool enough to sell 
them that way, when they are per- 
fectly good for postage. He will be- 
vin using them himself, or take them 
business friend and sell them at 
5°¢ below face.

business. Are they going to sit idly 
by and see it go to pieces? Not by a 
jugful.

would get together by phone and wire 
and form a syndicate and gobble up 
the stamps, and business would go on 
just as before, except that they would 
have a good stock instead of having 
to advertise buy as most of them 
are doing.

‘The way in which the hoarders are 
scattered over the U. S. makes the 
idea absurd.

Mr. Robert E. Fellers, Superin- 
tendent of the Division of Stamps at 
Washington and incidentally the man 
who has charge of the Philatelic 
Agency sales at Washington, spoke 
before the American Philatelic So- 
ciety at Omaha and gave some time 
to the question of whether there should 
be some definite rule as to withdrawal 
of stamps from sale at the Agency. 
Mr. Fellers states that it is not con- 
sidered practical to have a set rule 
other than the present plans for 
taking stamps off sale and these plans 
are claimed to be that the sale of 
a stamp is continued until exhausted. 

This plan always leads to the sus- 
picion that someone, somehow, gets 
inside information as to the state 
of the stock of a certain item and 
then walks in and cleans out the lot, 


leaving collectors without further 
opportunity to buy the particular 
item. 


It certainly does seem queer that 
the late Tipex sheet should have dis- 
appeared from the Agency within 
three months of its issue when other 
items which sold in far lesser numbers 
and were far less popular should re- 
main on sale for a year or more and 
that in some instances, reprintings 
of obsolete stamps or stamps long 
superceded by others should be made

Such happenings can only lead col- 
lectors to believe there is something 
about the method of doing things 
as regards removal of stamps from 
sale that is not according to Hoyle. 

It would be desirable for the 
Agency that all suspicion of such 
action could be removed and there 
is a plan by which handling stamps 
by the Agency can offer a fair break 
to all and leave no doubt or question 
as to the fairness of it. 

It is only necessary that the Agency 
announce a definite date either 30 
or 60 days in advance, at which date 
the specified stamps will be with- 
drawn from sale. 

It is true that such a plan might 
leave the Agency with some stock on 
hand which should have to be de- 
stroyed or that it might make it 
necessary to reprint a few thousand 
stamps to complete orders received 
before the final date, but certainly 
the patronage of the collectors who 
spend several million dollars per 
year for the stamps offered is such 
that the Agency and the Department 
could well afford such expense if 
necessary in order to keep its record 
clean. 

Let’s give the people who support 
the Agency a sguare deal.
